Annual  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  addressed 
the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Stone  Rural  Dis 


Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  1943.  My  appointment  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
commenced  in  September  and,  therefore,  only  three  months  of  this 
report  actually  is  concerned  with  my  term  of  office.  The 
difficulties  attendant  upon  taking  up  the  appointment  at  the 
time,  and  in  the  circumstances  existent  at  the  time,  were  many. 

It  was  impossible  to  obtain  any  continuity  of  records  and  equally 
impossible  to  ensure  a  continuity  of  policy.  A  completely  new 
start  had,  therefore,  to  be  made  and  it  must  be  sometime  before 
the  results  of  a  great  deal  of  work  become  manifest. 


The  report  presented  herewith  is,  therefore,  mainly  a 
statistical  analysis  of  the  trend  in  health  and  disease  in  the 
Stone  Rural  District.  I  have  tried  to  make  it  as  simple  as 
possible  and  it  is  hoped,  that,  in  the  coming  years  by  maintaining 
a  consistent  mode  of  presentation,  the  comparison  between  one  year 
and  another  will  become  much  more  facile  than  it  would  appear 
to  be  from  a  comparison  of  this  report  and  those  previously 
submitted  to  you.  The  year  is  unexceptional.  No  serious 
epidemics,  no  gross  variation  in  the  vital  statistics  presents 
itself.  The  only  factor  on  which  we  may  congratulate  ourselves  is 
the  low  death  rate  in  proportion  to  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

I  hope,  when  presenting  my  next  report,  to  be  able  to 
indicate  certain  major  improvements  in  the  amenities  which  lead 
to  good  health,  and,  in  the  more  widespread  use  of  preventive 
measures.  May  I  at  this  time  express  my  gratitude  for  the 
extremely  helpful  attitude  of  the  Council  towards  any 
suggestions  I  have  been  able  to  make,  and  to  assure  you  that  I 
am  very  willing  to  accept  the  full  responsibilities  of  my 
appointment.
